Indianapolis, Feb. 10.—The 
Green- 


re.II park bill that has been introduced 
8 the senate is modeled after the act 
affecting the city ot Indianapolis and 
is designed to enable the cities of the 
second class in the state, with special 
reference to Fort "Wayne, to have a 
more definite basis'for the development 
of .their park systems, according to an i 
advocate of the measure. 


It is pointed- out- that a five cent levy 


for park purposes would enable the af- 
fected cities to plan and arrange parks 
with more of an idea to' permanence, 
though there would be no more.money 
expended, it is declared, than is at 
present the case. Money is now taken 
from the general fund for park pur- 
poses and it is pointed out that if the 
levy were permissible the general fund 
would 
probably 
be 
correspondingly- 


lower'. 


The money so raised would bo used 


for the purpose of buying property 
condemned for parks under the provi- 
sions of the bill and the improvement 
of such tracts after they were acquired. 
By the' Indianapolis act it is possible 
to raise $200,000 annually for park pur- 
poses and as applied to second-class 
cities it Is provided thnt not more than 
$50.000 may be raised in aViy one year. 
It is not expected by the friends of the 
measure that the maximum will be 
needed at any one time.

On this information the com- 
mission shall order the "'construction 
of overhead and under, ground cross- 
ings, the county to bear one-fourth 
of Jhc expense arid the railroad three- 
fourths.

from the order ot the commission and 
in case of a refusal to comply on the 
part of the county or the railroad the 
commission is empowered to get a 
court order to enforce its ruling.
